WITH THE UNITED STATES AIR FORCE OVE 
GREECE, Oct. 3.—(Delayed)—(AP)—Mass formations of 
giant American bombers are attacking ships in Navarino 
bay, one of the enemy’s main bases for supplying Rommel’s 
army in Africa. 

It is a daylight raid and one of the biggest and most 
spectacular so far made in this theater of war. 

We unloose a terrific shower of heavy bombs upon our 
target. The enemy replies with a storm of antiaircraft shells 
which burst about us. 

Pursuit planes attack us and our gunners meet them 
with concentrated fire which sends four of them crashing 
down into the sea in smoke and flames. 


First Time Reporters 
Participate in Mission 
(An offiefal account of this air smash last Saturday, 
the second in 48 hours by heavy bombers of the United 
States Middle East Air Forces Command, said that two 
large supply ships were hit squarely and exploded. and 
that of five Axis fighters which attacked the American 
formation, four—three Messerschmitt 109’s and a 
Macchi 202—were sent blazing into the sea from the 
B-24’s guns. The Greek port of Pylos is on Navarino bay. 
(It is at the mouth of the Ionian sea, on the west 
coast of the Peloponnesus in southern Greece, about 130 
airline miles southwest of Athens.) 

We get some scars but all our planes are safe and all our 
men are alive as we set off for home, leaving death and 
destruction behind us in Navarino bay this sunny Saturday 
afternoon. . 

We are in four-motored Consolidated B-24’s of the heavy 
bombardment group which forms an important part of

East. 


Seven war correspondents under Major Robert H. Par- 


ham. of Norman, Okla., are on this raid, each in a different 
plane. It is the first time that reporters have participated 
in a mass American Air Force mission.

It started this morning when we went to the operations 
room, which looks like a country sehoolhouse. In place of 
the blackboard is a big map and before it stands Major 
John R. (Killer) Kane, of Shreveport, La., who will lead our

‘ Few schoolboys ever listened as eagerly as we do while 
he tells his airmen and us what the target will be and 
traces the route on the map. We are told at what height we 
will fly and how we will come in for the kill. A time signal 
is given.

Once we are all off the ground we get into formation 
and soon are winging over the sea to our goal. This is a 
great armada of monster planes that looks like a naval

U.S. Radioes French 
To Shun All Targets 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(P)—A United States Army warning to 
the people of occupied France to move away from objects likely to 
be targets for United States bombers was broadcast at. frequent in- 
tervals throughout the day today by two powerful transmitters in 
the United States. 

The warning, read just befores 


and just after each broadcast 
beamed to Europe by the NBC 
stations WRCA and WNBI, was 
broadcast in French, but also was 
being carried to the rest of Eu- 
rope in Swedish, Danish, Norwe- 
gian. German, Italian, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Greek and Turkish. 


The text: 

“Listen to an important com- 
munique from the American high 
command to French people in the 
occupied zone. 

“American bombing from the 
air is directed only to Germans 
and those installations which in 
France and other occupied terri- 
tories are working for the Ger- 
man war machine. 

“The sentiments of the United 
States of America toward the 
French people are only those of 
great sympathy. It is for this rea- 
son that the American high com- 
mand gives you the warning 
which you are about to hear in 
order that the inhabitants of the 
occupied zone may take for them- 
selves and for their families neces- 
sary measures for their safety. 

“You are listening to an impor- 


tant communique from the Amer- 


ican high command to the French 
people of the occupied zone. 

“Listen: 

“"*To all inhabitants of the oc- 
cupied zone, living within two 
kilometers (1% miles) of facto- 
ries working for Germany, we ad- 


vise you to evacuate your homes. 
When the bombardment of a tar- 
get is carried out at high altitude, 
some bombs may fall on other 
places than the _ objective itself 
and that’s why we _ advise the 
French in the occupied zone, liv- 
ing within a radius of two kilo- 
meters of factories working for 
Germany, to leave their homes.’ 


“The objectives likely to be at- 
tacked by our bombers are all au- 
tomobile factories which are con- 
verted to the German war effort, 
and especially those making or re- 
pairing planes, tanks, vehicles, lo- 
comotives, firearms and chemical 
products. The other targets likely 
to be attacked by our planes are 
railroad stations, shipyards, sub- 
marine bases, airdromes and con- 
centration points of German 
troops. 

“You have just heard an im- 
portant communique from. the 
American high command directed 
to the French in the occupied 
zone!”

“Rather let us say,” he urged 
gently, “that God is on the side 
of righteousness. The Salvation 
Army is an international organiza- 
tion—we have workers all over 
the world and they are entitled 
to their own political beliefs. 
Whatever my personal views on 
the subject—and I do have my 
personal views about democracy! 
—I’'m not prepared to give out 
any hot air that will result in pain 
and suffering to our members in 
those other countries.” 


Revival of Religion. 
Instead, General 
_message for people everywhere is 
the lesson which he sepa this 
war to bring: A general revival of 
religion—a return to God. 

“It will not be in the form 6f 
a religious revival,” the gray- 
haired, blue-uniformed officer 
said.

The mother and son were invit- 
ed to go inside the cave while they 
waited between trains, Jackie told 
police. He said the man he later 
identified as Gray “got mad and 
struck mama” when she refused 
to venture very far into the cave.

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Proof of the Pudding 

There have been numerous criticisms of 
the planes with which the air forces of the 
United States are fighting this war. Many of 
these have been unfavorable. 

A military subcommittee on aviation, of 
the house of congress, has made careful in- 
vestigation into these adverse criticisms and 
now reports United States Army planes “are 
more than a match for any of the planes that 
are now pitted against them.” 

In support of this finding the subcommittee 
submits official statistics showing that Anefi- 
can planes, in actual combat, are knocking 
down two to three enemy planes for every cne 
of our own that is lost. For one 30-day period 
the ratio of enemy plane losses to our own 


was 7.5 to 1, in our favor. 

“The proof of the pudding is the eating 
thereof.” If we can maintain such a ratio of 
air victory, no one should be dissatisfied with 


the planes, their pilots, gunners and other 


erew members. it is merest common sense to 


look at the box scor?. 

There will, of course, be better planes built. 
[t is not the American habit to be satisfied. 
Constant improvement is the rule in all ac- 
tivities. of war or peace. However, it must be 
remembered that drastic changes in plane 
models mean equally drastic changes in ma- 
chine tools and assembly organization in the 
factories. Such changes involve delay in out- 
put while they are being made. So long as 
our planes continue to show a two-to-one, or 
better, superiority over the enemy ships we 
are winning the war in the air. And it may 
be wiser to continue uninterrupted production 
of the present models than to invite output 
delay by making frequent changes in plans and 
specifications.

The Old Line 

John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, a CIO organization, resort- 
ed to the old line of misleading inference when, 
in his report to the union’s convention at Cin- 
cinnati, he criticized the pending national tax 
bill of 1942. That bill is now before the senate 
and it will be impossible to define its ultimate 
form until it has passed that body, with amend- 
ments yet to be proposed, agreed to by the house 
and signed into law by President Roosevelt. 


After sharply rapping the bill in its present 
form on the ground that it bears too heavily on 
low-income groups, Lewis’ report Said: 


“On the other hand, it will permit wealthy 
corporations to clear enormous annual profits 
on their investments before paying one cent 
in surplus taxes.” 


As a matter of fact the bill, as reported-by 
the Finance Committee, levies normal and sur- 
tax rates upon corporations up to 40 per cent, 
while amendments yet to be acted upon would 
increase that rate to 55 per cent. 


But it is not in this point that the Lewis 
attack is most misleading. 


It is the reference to “wealthy corpora- 
tions,” which, to the unthinking, creates a 
picture of individual industrialists reveling in 
vastly increased incomes while the remainder 
of the country struggles to pay the war bill. 

As a mattér of fact corporations of today 
represent the average man just as truly as do 
unions represent the working man. For the 
stocks of most corporations are widely held 
by average citizens who reap the reward of 
thrift by, if they are fortunate, gaining a small 
addition to their income from the dividends 
earned by the corporations in which they hold 
stock. 

These same dividends add to the amount of 
income tax their recipients have to pay. Fur- 
thermore, the day is fast approaching when 
individual incomes, as proposed by President 
Roosevelt, will be limited to $25,000 annually. 

It is not the earnings of corporations that 
matter. It is the incomes of the individuals that 
tell the story. When these are limited to a 
net maximum of $25,000, no man need worry 
about anyone gaining tainted wealth while the 
nation is at war, with the possible exception 
of criminal racketeers, and it is the duty of 
the regular law enforcement agencies to curb 
these. 

To denounce “wealthy corporations,” even 
by inference, in days such as these, is to wil- 
fully mislead and attempt to sow seeds of new 
discord in the nation.

WASHINGTON PARADE

PURE PIFFLE WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—There is something 

downright presumptuous about the letter writ- 
ten President Roosevelt the other day by 35 Washington corre- 
spondents protesting against the censorship imposed on the chief 
executive’s movements during his recent inspection tour of de- 
fense plants. 

Complaining that some fundamental issue of freedom of the 
press is involved, the newspapermen protested 
both against the suppression of news concern- 
ing the trip and because they were not al- 
lowed to go along. 

The: protesting gentlemen of the press pro- 
fessed to see some symptom of “creeping cen- 
sorship” in the failure of Mr. Roosevelt—or the 
secret service, whichever may be to blame— 
to throw the presidential train open to the 
usual flood of accompanying newspapermen 
much the same as he does on any political 
junket. Their reasoning is a little too obh- 
scure to carry conviction. 

Mr. Roosevelt, traveling as the commander- 
in-chief in wartime, confined the press rep- 
resentation on his train to the three principal 
news services, AP, UP and INS, each being 
allowed one man. Since none of the stories 
arising from the trip were to be released for 
publication until he returned, this seemed to 

be ample coverage for all practical purposes. 

‘ The préss representation on the train was confined to a mini- 
mum number of men for two reasons. In the first place, to have 
thrown the bars open to all comers would have necessitated using 
more than one train for the tour. This would have been im- 
practical, considering the urgency of concealing the chief execu- 
tive’s movements. The main reason, however, was to avoid any 
semblance of a political mission on the eve of the forthcoming 
November elections. 

Had he loaded down the train with newspapermen who would 

be expected to publicize the trip afterward, he might have been 
subject to this charge. 


WHAT G. O. P. WANTED The Republicans were itching to 
give the presidential trip this 


kind of a twist from the moment they first heard about it. Noth- 
ing would have suited them better. Regardless of whether he had 
made any. political utterance on the trip or not, they were pre- 
pared to charge that the whole purpose of the journey was to 
influence the voters in behalf of the Democratic ticket next month. 
In fact, several of them have gone so far as to make the ridiculous 
charge anyway. 

What they were hoping for, of course, was to arouse the country 
with the charge that Mr. Roosevelt was shirking his presidential 
duties at a time of national peril to go out and engage in a politi- 
cal campaign. President Wilson lost control of congress in 1918 
after making an appeal to the country for the election of Demo- 
crats, and the G. O. P. was looking longingly for a repetition of 
the same mistake—if that was a mistake—by Mr. Roosevelt. *

sent along by their newspapers anyway, even if it had been allowed. 

As for the statement that the restrictions imposed amounted to 
a “creeping censorship,” that, of course, is utterly without founda- 
tion. We already have a censorship—entirely voluntary—that 
covers the movements of Mr. Roosevelt as commander-in-chief, 
General Marshall, the chief of staff, and all military information 
which might be of value to the enemy. 

It is doubtful that this censorship could be relaxed even if Mr. 
Roosevelt chose. The control of information concerning his move- 
ments in time of war rests entirely with the secret service, which 
is answerable only to congress. It would impose a much heavier 
burden on the duty of the secret service to protect the person of 
the President to have his movements revealed on a trip of the kind. 


PUBLIC NOT DUMB The argument was made by the pro- 


testing correspondents that the cen- 
sorship could have been modified to permit the release of news 
on the President’s journey after his departure from each city 
visited. That does not seem to hold water. After one or two such 
releases the public would have been able to tell the direction of 
the presidential train, and any Axis agent or spy would have been 
able to surmise where he was headed. 

The people have lost no confidence in the newspapers because 
of the suppression of news on the President’s tour. Claims to the 
contrary are downright silly. The public is not so dumb as to 
be unable to appreciate the necessity for that kind of censorship. 

What was done by the 35 correspondents signing the protest is 
not to be taken as an indication of the attitude of the Washington 
corps of newspapermen as a whole. As a matter of fact, there were 
some 500 newspapermen eligible to sign the protest. Obviously a 
great many of them refused. 


SIGN ANYTHING Perhaps the best explanation of their 


action lies in the fact that of the 35 or 
so signers, three-fourths of them represent newspapers or publi- 
cations which have been more or less violent in their opposition 
to the New Deal. It is not going too far to say that most of them 
would probably sign anything critical of Mr. Roosevelt. 

The only surprise of it is that the petition bore such signa- 
tures as those of Raymond Clapper, of Scripps-Howard; Ernest 
K. Lindley, of Newsweek, and Kenneth L. Crawford, of _PM—all 
three well-known writers who usually are more than fair in their 
treatment of administration news. 

It is only fair to say, however, that since the protest was pub- 
lished, Crawford has publicly apologized for his action, explaining 
that he signed under a misapprehension. 

Aside from being over-presumptuous, the newspapermen seem 
to have taken themselves too seriously in thinking they have a 
right to shape presidential policy in circumstances of the kind. 
Something far more important was at stake than mere newspaper 
headlines. :

And when the gallant Canadians—the pick of the army, trained 
to perfection—swarmed on the beach at Dieppe, to be met by a 
murderous crossfire that mowed them down like ripe wheat, watch- 
ing reporters wrote in their notebooks: “It was immediately ap- 
parent that the enemy had more artillery than we had expected.” 
Once more the enemy had been underestimated. 

How many must die, and how much more must we Inse before 
our leaders learn not to invite disaster by underestimating the 
enemy?

Foot exercise is fine. It won’t 
make feet smaller, but it will help 
to overcome the damage caused by 
wearing improper shoes. 

Spike heels are also tied up with 
trouble. The way you have to 
get around these days, you'll find 
out that too high heels can even 
make your back ache. The shoe 
manufacturers and stores are do- 
ing their best to sell you on the 
idea of a more sensible elevation. 
But don’t make a sudden shift 
from three and one-half inch 
spikes to flats. First, go down to 
a military heel.e Otherwise, the 
sudden drop will make your leg 
muscles ache so that you'll think 
low heels are not for you. 

Take care of your shoes, espe- 
cially the heels. If your heels are 
constantly wearing off at the edge, 
it may be that you are not walking 
and standing.

Stick your feet under the 
bathtub faucet and turn on the 
warm (almost hot) water, then, 
the cold. Keep alternating. This 
stirs up circulation.

ed on a stack of pillows for 10 te 
15 minutes. 


You need foot exercises. One of 
the best is to work the bare foot 
over a tennis ball or some other 
small, soft ball. Do this for two 
to three minutes. And kick off 
your shoes and walk about the 
room pigeon-toed, with weight on 
outer borders. A little footwork 
goes a long way toward better 
mileage. 

When you have foot trouble you 
may also find it worth while to ge 
in for legwork.

Incomplete Returns To- 
tal $8,308,195.75, 
Allen Reports. 


Like the nation as a_ whole, 
Georgia last month apparently 
exceeded its quota of war bond 
purchases by a safe margin, State 
Administrator Marion Allen, of 
the War Savings Staff, announced 
yesterday. 

Allen said incomplete reports 
by the Federal Reserve Bank 
showed sales in the state totaling 
$8,308,195.75 and sales as yet un- 
reported unquestionably would 
put Georgia over the top for the 
first time since last May. 

The state had a quota of $8,- 
500,000, which remains unchanged 
this month. Allen said of the sales 
reported so far, $6,109,143.75 were 
of the Series E bonds including 
the smallest denominations and 
$2,199,052 of Series F and G 
which are the larger bonds. 

He attributed the state’s Sep- 
tember record “largely to the in- 
tensive drive put on by the mo- 
tion picture industry,” but said 
increasingly widespread adoption 
of the salary deduction plan also 
was a major factor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—(AP)—By an overwhelming 
vote, the senate today approved a 40 per cent tax on corpo- 
ration incomes above $50,000, after rejecting, 75 to 9, a pro- 
posal by Senator LaFollette, Progressive, Wisconsin, to in- 


crease that rate to 90 per cent. 


Undersecretary of War 
Speaks at AFL Conven- 


tion in Toronto, 


TORONTO, Oct. 7.—()—Rob- 
ert P. Patterson, United States un- 
dersecretary of war, praised la- 
bor’s contribution to the war ef- 
fort today, but said the job ahead 
would require suspension gf many 
peacetime standards as t hours 
and working conditions a 100 
per cent observance of the no- 
strike pledge. 

“In over two years,” he told 
union leaders at the American 
Federation of Labor convention, 
“vou have never failed us. You 
have given the most cordial co- 
operation to the department and 
to the nation in its time of need.” 

Pointing out that the United 
States had built its army from 
300.000 men to 4,000,000 in two 
years, Patterson said: 

“To equip an army of the size 
we have and we contemplate and 
at-the same time to furnish our 
Allies with equipment ... is the 
biggest production job we have 
ever tackled. That job calls for 
the greatest production effort by 
the Army and by industry, man- 
agement-and labor alike.... 

“Strikes are few and far be- 
tween now. There should be none, 
and I am confident that as the 
full significance of the war is 
brought home to all our people, 
there will be none.’ 

The undersecretary said people 
have asked what the size of the 
Army will ultimately be. The au- 
dience broke into table-pounding 
applause when he declared, “the 
answer to that question is that 
it will be large enough and strong 
enough to whip Hitler and his 
Japanese allies.”

Treasury Disregarded. 


Both votes on corporation rates 
found the senate following the ad- 
vice of its finance committee and 
disregarding the recommendations 
of the Treasury. The latter had 
recommended a rate of 55 per cent 
on corporation incomes over $50,- 
000. By comparison, the house 
approved a rate of 45 per cent. 

The rates cited consisted of a 
normal tax of 24 per cent (un- 
changed from the present law) 
plus surtaxes, but not including a 
90 per cent tax on excess profits. 

In detail, the committee pro- 
posed and the senate today ap- 
proved a surtax rate of 10 per 
cent on corporate net incomes of 
not more than $25,000 and 16 per 
cent on net incomes in excess of 
$50,000. A “notch” provision would 
be established providing for grad- 
ual transition from the 10 to 16 
per cent rate for corporations 
with incomes between $25,000 and 
$50,000. 


Effective in Totality. 


As did the house before it, the 
senate voted to make these rates 
effective in totality, instead of by 
brackets. This would cause a cor- 
poration with more than $50,000 
net returns’ to pay the 16 per cent 
surtax on all of its earnings, in- 
stead of paying only 10 per cent 
on the first $25,000 of those earn- 
ings. 

La Follette’s proposal was 10 
per cent on the first $25,000, and 
26 per cent on all over’ that 
amount. He contended such rates 
would increase the Treasury’s rev- 
enues by $219,000,000 without 
“undue sacrifice.” 

Senator Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
objected that La Follette’s rates 
were so stiff that they might de- 
stroy industrial initiative. 

“Too great taxation may wreck 
the country and wreck the suc- 
cess of the war,” he said. 

Dependent’s Credits. 

The reduction in dependent’s 
credits from $400 to $300 was ap- 
proved with a minimum of dis- 
cussion and without a roll call. 
By comparison, the bill approved 
by the house calls for a continu- 
ation of the present credit of $400. 

The committee bill proposed 
that income from future issues of 
state amd municipal securities be 
made taxable by the federal gov- 
ernment. Senator Burton, Repub- 
lican, Ohio, offered an amendment 
under which they would retain 
their present tax-free status. 

Senator Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, expressed doubt that the 
federal government had the pow- 
er to tax the income from state 
securities. In any event, he called 
the proposal.an “economic fallacy” 
because, he said, the federal gov- 
ernment would receive only “a lit- 
tle smidgeon of income” and local 
tax payers would be compelled to 
pay larger interest bills. 


F.D.R. Against Freezing 


Of Social Security Taxes 

WASHINGTON,/Oct. 7.—(P)— 
Chairman George,;\Democrat, Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, said today he was informed 
that President Roosevelt wae op- 
posed to the freezing of social se- 
curity taxes at present levels, as 
proposed in the new revenue bill 
pending before the senate. 

Treasury officials previously 
had expresed opposition to the 
committee’s action to retain for an- 
other year the present pay roll tax 
of 1 per cent on employers and a 
like amount on employes. 

The present law provides an au- 
tomatic increase doubling the tax 
next January 1.
